Dead" Letters to Life 


Israel is one of the few 


countries in which wrongly | from 


addressed mail receives 580 
much attention. Only 20% of 
all such mall is returned to 
the sender, according to Mr. 
E. Sasson, National Director 
of the Dead Letter Office. 

His department, which em- 
ploys nine clerks, is a “de- 
tective agency” whose job it 
is to find the correct ad- 
dresses of undelivered mail, 
even to the extent of cor- 
responding with the sender 
abroad. 

Most of the mail which 
reaches the office are letters 
bearing the name of à street 
r neighbourhood without 
the name of the town or city 
in which that street is situ- 
ated. The office hag a full 
list of all streets and dis- 
tricts in the country by 
which it finds the correct 
destination of each and 
every one. 

Many letters, and even 
parcels, are also received 
which completely lack «ny 
address at all. There are al- 
so many letters which 
neither the sender nor the 
addressee wish to acknow- 
ledge, such as disputed rent- 
als through the post. 


If the sides don't come to 
any agreement within the pe- 
riod of a year the money re- 
verts to the post office which 


keeps it on account.
